the fear they were in of Nero's Rcfent- 
ment, who could not bear to have the 
Life of ft Man (et in a true light) whom,!

Notwithftand-^ 
ing this, we have foiae Hints in Wri- 
ters who liV^ near: bis time, that leave

Marcus Antutus Luean war of an Eqiie* 
ftrian Family of R9niij Born at Cordaia in 
SfaiHj about the Year c^oar Sa;^iottr 39, 
in the Reign of Caligula. His Family had 
beoi trantplanted from Italy ta Spaim a 
confidcraUe time before, and were inveft« 
ed with feveral Dignities and Employ* 
mentSy \n that remote Province of tne 
Jlomam Empire* His Father was Marcus 
Junius MelOy or Mtlla^ a Man of a di* 
ftinguiih*d Merit and Intereft in his Coun*^ 
try, and not the le(s in Efteem, for being 
the Brother of the Great Philofopher S^^ 
neca. His Mother was Acilia the Daugh- 
ter of Acilius Lucamsj one of the mod 
Eminent OraiX)rs of bk time : And it was 
from this Grandfather that he took tbe 
Name of Lucan. The Story tlKtt is told 
of Hefiod and HomcTy of a Swarm of Bees 
hovering about them in their Cradle, is 
Ukewife told of iMcan^ and probably witb 
Equal Truth: But whether true or not, 
it*s a Proof of the high Efteem paid to hio^ 
by the Ancients, as a Poet.

Every one 
knows, xkaxNer9, tor the firft five Years 
of his Reign, either really was, or pre* 
tended to be. Endowed with all the amia- 
ble Qualities that became an Emperor^ 
and a Philofopher. It muft have been in 
this Stage of Nero^s Life, that Lucan has 
pffer'd up to him that Poetical Incenfe we 
find in the Firft T^ok d^thcPharfaiiai; 
For it is not to be imagin-d, chat st Man 
of jCivra9's< Temper would flatter Nere in 
iogrofs a manner, if he had then thrown- 
oflTthe Mask of Virtue, and appeared ia 
fii<^h bfoody Colours as he afterwards did. 
No ! Lua^n^% Soi^l iG:em$rto have been caft 
ih: another Mpld: And he that durft^. 
throughout ,the whple Pbarfaiiay cfpoufe, 
the Party of Pmpey^ and the Caufc of 
lUme againft.

In this Behaviour towards Nero^ he was 
feconded by his Friend ^erfiiis\ and Jio 
doubt, chey diverted themfelves often alone, 
at the Emperor^s ExpinCe!

The firft we are told, he wrote, was a 
Poem on tbi Comiaf betwan Achilles and 
Heftor, and2t\^m^% redeminghis Son's Bo^. 
dy^ which, it's (kid, he wrote before he ^ 
had attained Eleven Years of Age. The 
reft were, f'be Ik/cent of Orpheus into 
Hell', Tbe turifing of Rome, in which he 
is faid not to have ipar*d Nen^ that fct it 
on Fire 3 and a Poem in Prai/e ijf 4ns* 
Wife PoUa Argentaria. He wrote like-' 
wile feveral Bpoks^ of Sdturnalia^ Ten^ 
Books of Sylv^^ an , imp? rfe£b ^ Tragedy of 
Medea, a Foem upon tbe^turhing^'Trayj 
mdtbs Fate i?/ Priam, to which fome have 
added the PanegyrJcktvCalpburnius Pifo^ytt 
extant, which I can hardly fecHeve is his,'

If there 
may he allowed any Renown to a Rbman 
Mufe^ while HomerV Ferfes Jhall bethought 
worthy of Praife^ they that Jhall live after 
its J fiall read his and mine together: My 
Pharfalia fiall live, and no Time nor Age 
fiall conftgn it to Oblivion. . 
• This is all that I can trace from the 
Ancients, or himfclf, 'concerning Lucan^s 
Life and Writings 5 and . indeed there is 
fcarce ainy one Author^ either Ancient or 
Modern, that mentions him. but with the 
greateft Refpe6t and th# higheft Enco- 
miums, of which it would be tedious 
to give more Inftances. 

I "dcfign not to enter into any Criticifm 
on the Pharfalia, tho' I had ever fo much 
Leifiire or Ability for it. I hate to oblige '

pafs of his Story. I am of Opinion, that 
in hrs fifff Dehga of Writing this Pocrai 
of the Civil Wars, herefolv'dto treat the 
Subjeft fairly and phinly, and that Fable 
and Invention were to have had no iharc 
in the Work : But the force of Cuftom,' 
and the defign he had to induce the gene- 
rality of Readers to fall iii Love with Li- 
berty, and abhof Slavery, the principal de- 
fign of the Poem, inducM him to imbel- 
liSi it with fome Fables, that without tKcm 
his Books would not be fo univcrfally read: 
So much ^as Fable the delight of the 

If any fliall objefl: to hfs Privilege of 
being Examined and Try'd as an Hilk>rian, 
that lie has given in to the Poetical Pro- 
vince of Invention, and Fiftion in the 
6th Book, where Sixtus enquires of the 
theffalian Witch Zrittho the Event of the. 
Gvil War, and the Fate of Rom-, It may 
be an^er'd^ that perhaps the Story was 
trac, or at leaft it was commphly believ'd 
a 2. to 
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"to be foy in his time^ which is a fufficient 
Ewufc for Lucan to have inferted it. It's 
true, no other Author mentions it. Bift 
it's uTual to find fome one Paflage in one 
^Hiftorian, that is not memionM in any o- 
ther, tho' they treat of the fame Subied. 
JFor tho' I am fully perfuaded that all thcfe 
Oracles and Refponfes^ To famous in the 
Pagan World, were the mecr Cheats of 
Pricfts, yet the Belief of them, and of 
Magick, an^'Witcficraft, was univcrfally 
received at that time. Therefore Lucan 
may very well be excusM for falling in 
with a popular Error, whether hehimfclf 
believ'd it or no, cfpccially when it ferv*d 
to enliven and embcllifh nis Story. If it 
be an Error, it*s an Error all the Ancients 
have fallen into, boCh Greek and Roman: 
And Livy^ the Prince of the Latin Hifto- 
rians, abounds in fuch Relations. That it 
is not below the Dignity and Veracity of 
an Hiftorian to mention fuch things, we 
have a late Inftance in a Noble Author of 
our time, who has like wife wrote the Ci- 
vil Wars of his Country, and intermixtin 
it the Story of the Ghoft of the Duke of. 
JBuckingham's Father. 

In general, all the A£l:ions that Lucan 
relates in the Courfe of his Hiilory are 
true; nor is it any Impeachment of his 
Veracity, that fometimes he diflFcrs in 

Place, 
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Place, Manner, or Circumftances of Afti* 
on^ from other Writers, any more than 
it is an Imputapon on them^ that thef 
differ from him. We our felves have 
feed in the Courfe of the late two Famous • 
Wars, how differently almoft every Bat-^ 
tel and Siege has been reprefented, and^ 
fometimes by thofe of the fame Side, whea 
at the fame time there be a Thoufand li- 
ving Witncflcs^ ready to contradiQ: any 
FaUehoody that Partiality fhould inipofc 
Vjpon the World. This I may amrm. 
The moft important Events, and the 
whole Thread of A&ion in Lucan are a- 
grceable to the univcrfal Confent of all 
Authors, that have treated of the Civil 
Wars of Rome. If now and then he dif- 
fers from them in lefler Incidents or Cir- 
cumftances^ let the Criticks in Hiftory de« 
cidc the (^eftion: For my part, I am wil- 
ling to take them for jfnecdots firft difco- 
ver*d and publtfli*d by Lucan^. which may 
at leaft conciliate to him the Favour of our 
late Admirers of iff rrf/ Hifiory. 
' After all I have faid on this Head, I cannot 
but in Ibme meafure call in Qu%ftionfonie 
Parts of Cafar's Charade^, as drawn by 
iMcany which feem to me not altogether 
agreeabie to Truth, nor to theumverfal 
Confent of Hiftory. I wifli I could vin- 
dicate hitii in fome of his Perfonal Repre« 
a 3 fentations 
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fcntations of Men, and Cafar ia particu- 
lar, as I can do in the Narration of the 
principal Events and Scries of his Story. 
Jle is npc content only to deliver him 
down to Pollerity^ as the Subverter of the 
taws gnd Liberties of his Country, which 
)ie truly was, and than which, no greac«- 
er Infainy can poifiUy be cafl upon any 
Name; But he deCbribes him as purfuing 
that gbomiMb|e End, by tbir Oiw cxecni'- 
f>le M^thod$| and foxae that were not , in 
C^fm'% Nature to be guijty of. - C4^far 
y^as ccrf ainly a Man far troifl J^ev^ng^, or 
deligl^t jp Blood, and he made appear ia 
thelExercifc of the Supream Power, a ik>- 
b)e and generous Inclination to Qemency 
upon airOccafions : Even LucWy tho' ne- 
ver lb rnuch his Enemy, ha; not omiKed 
hLs genen>iis IJ&gc of D^mitius at C^fitium^ 
or o( Jf ramus and Petrms^ whea ihcy 
were hi5 Prifoners in Sf^^ Whai Cfui 
t)C th^n laid in Excufe for Lucm^ when 
Jip rcprefents him riding in Trium(A over 
the Field of Pbarfylia^ tU Day afJCer-cfcc 
Bwtcl, caking Delight in that hpiTJd L*«d- 
icape of ^nhter and BM% ^^d forbid* 
ding the Bodies of fo ipa'iy bi^avc j^om^ftt 
to be either Buried or Burnt? Noc any 
pnc Paflage of C^fyr"% Lift gives Counte-

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ted by his Succcflbrs. Refenttxients of this 
kind in ihe Soul of a Man, fond of the An- 
cient Conllitution of the Comtnon-wcalthy 
fuch as Lucan was, might betray him to 
believe, upon too flight Ground^, whate- 
ver was to the Difadvantagc of one, he 
look'd upon as the Subverter of that Coo- 
llitution. It was in that Quality, and for 
that Crime alone, that Brutus afterwards 
ftabb'd him J For Pcrfonal Prejudice agaiilft 
him he had none, and had b^en highly o- 
blig'd by him: And it was upon thatAc«- 
count alone, that Cat0 fcorn'd to owe his 
Life to him, tho* he well knew, Cafar 
would have efteemed it oae of the created 
Felicities of his, to have had it in nis Po- 
wer to Pardon him. I would not be thought 
to ijiakc an Apology for Lucan's thus trar 
ducing the Memory of Cafar*^ but would 
only beg the fame Indulgence to his Parr 
tiality, that we are willing to allow to 
moft other Authors i for I cannot help be- 
lieving all Hiftorians are more or leis guil- 
ty of it. 

I beg leave to obferve one thing further 
on this Head, That it's odd, Lucan ihould 
thu^miftake this Part oiCafar'$ Charader, 
^nd yet do him fo much Juftice in the reft. 
His Greatnefs of Mind, his intrepid Cou- 
rage, his indefatigable Afkivity, his Mag- 
iianimity, his Generofity, his confummate 

Knowledge 
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Knowledge in the Art of War, and 
Power and Grace of bis Eloquence, an 
. fct forth in the bcft light, upon every \ 
per Occafion. He never makes him fp< 
out it*s with all the Strength of r\r 
mcnt, and all the Flowers of Rhetor 
It were tedious to enumerate every Infl;a 
of this, and I (hall only mention theSpe 
to his Army before the Battel of Pharfi 
which in my Opinion furpaflcs all I < 
read, for the eafy Noblenels of Exprefl 
the proper Topicks to animate his So 
ers, and the force of an Inimitable I 
quence. 

Among Lucan's few Miftakes in mat 
of Faft, may be added thofc of Geoj 
pby andAftronomyj but finding Mr.i? 
has taken fome notice of them in his Nc 
1 fhall fay nothing! of them. Lucan 
neither Time nor Opportunity to vifit 
Scenes where th^Adions he defcribes \ 
done, as fome other Hiilorians both G 
ZTkA Romans h^d^ and therefore it was 
wonder he might commit fome mii 
Errors in thefe Matters As to A^r< 
my, The Schemes of that noble Scii 
were but very conjeftural in his t 
and not reduced to that Mathematical < 
tainty they have been fince. ^ 
. The Method and Difpofitibn of a \^ 
of this kind, mufi; be much the fame 
a 5 1 
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thofc obfcrv'd by other Hiftomns, withonft 
difference only, which I fubmit to better 
Judgments : An Hiftorian who like Lucan 
has chofen to write in Verfe, tho* he i% 
cblig'd to have drift regard to Truth in 
every thing he relates, yet perhaps he is 
not obliged to mention all Fads, as other 
Hiftorians are. He is not ty'd down to 
relate every tninute Paflage, or Circum- 
ftance, if they be not abfdutely neceflary 
to the main Story, efpccially if they are fuch 
as would appear Heavy and Flat, and con- 
fequently incumber his Genius, or his 
Verfe. All tbcfe trifling Parts of Aftion 
would take oflF from the Ploafure and En- 
tcrtainuient, which i% the main Scope of 
that manner of Writing. Thus the Par- 
ticulars of an Army*s March, the Journal 
of a Siege, or the Situation of a Camp, 
where they are not fubfervient to the Re- 
lation of fome Great and Important Event, 
had better be fpar'd thin inferted in a 
Work of that kind. In a Profe Writer, 
thcfe. perhaps ought, or at leaft may be 
properly and agreeably enough mention*d> 
of which we Dave innumerable Inftances 
in moft Ancient Hiftorians, and particu- 
larly in fhucydides and Li'Oy> 

There is a Fault in Lucan againft this 
Rule, and that is his long and unneceffarv 
Enumeration of the fevciS Parts ofGam^

The many 
diftbfent t^febple'ahd Cities there mentioned 
Were hot i<epif% Confedferates, as thofeih 
the Third feook were Pomfey*Sy arid thcfc 
laft are bartkfirfarly liath'dj to exprcfs how 
many Nations efpou^'d the^ide oiPompey^ 
^hofe reckoned lip in ^aul ysittt orilf the 
l^laces where S^ajar*^ Troops had beeh 
t^arterM^' aijd j^^^ might with as.greac 
lPrbpr}c^5, . have; jnctitionM the different 
.*Rou«*by which they tharch'd, asthcGaiv 
Vilons from which xhty were drawn. 
"This therefore, in my Opinion, had been 
"better, left out j ancf I cannot but like- 
Twife ' thinL ; that the Digreffion di 
'^oeffali^ ancf an Account of i^s firft In- 
^habitanr«, is too Prolix, and not of ^ 
jgreac Confcauence to his Purpofe. I ^m 
fure it fignifaes but little to the 6ivil War 
In general, or the Battel of Pbar/aUa in 
particular, to knoW how man^ Rivera thisrp 
are in ^ejfaly^ or which of its Mouataias 
lies £^j?or mp. 

But if thcfe be I^aults in TuUcm^ they are 
fuch as will be found in the mott admired 
Poets^ nay, and thought Ettellencies in 

them i 
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them \ and beildes, he has made us mod 
ample Amends in the many extraordinary 
Beauties of his Poem. The Story it lelf is 
NohU and Great', for whan: can there be in 
Hiftory more worthy of our Knowledge 
and Attention, than a War of the highed 
Importance to Mankind, carried on be- 
tween the two grcateft Leaders that ever 
were, and by a People the moft renowtfd 
for Arts and Arms, and wbq, were at that 
time Mafters of the World ? What a poor 
Subjeft is that' of the JEneiJj when com- 
pared with this of the Pbarfalia? and 
what a dcfoicable Figure does Agamemnon^ 
Homer's Aing of KingSy mzkcj when com- 
par'd with Chiefs^ who by faying only^ 
£e thou a Kingy made far greater Kings 
than him? The Scene of the Iliad con- 
tained but Greece^ fome Iflands in the y^- 
fean and Ionian Seas, with a very little 
>art of the Icfler JJia: This of the Civil 
War of Rome drew after it, almoft all the 
Nations of the then known World. Troy 
was but a little Town, of the little King- 
dom of Phrygia \ whereas Rome was then 
Miftrcfs of an Empire, that reachM from 
the Streights of Hercuks^ and the Atlan* 
tick Ocean, to the Euphrates^ aod from the 
Bottom of the Euxim and the Cafpian Seas> 
t^ jEtbiopia and Mount Atlas, The Ini- 
mitable Firgil is yet more ftraitned in his 

Subjca 
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Subjcd:, JEmas^ a Poor Fugitive from 
3ri?y, wi;ll a handful of Followers, fetdes 
at lail: in /M/y, and all the Empire that 
Immortal Pen could give him, is but a few 
Miles upon the Banks of the 9>^tfr. So 
vafi: a Difproportion there is between the 
Importance of the Subjeft of the JEneii^ 
and that of the Pbarfaliaj that we find 
one fingle Roman^ Cr^ffus^ Mafter of more 
Slaves on his Eftate, than FirgiPs Hero 
had SutjeSls. In fine, it may be faid. No- 
thing can excufe him for his Choice, but 
that he defign'd his Hero for the Anceft* 
or of Rome^ and the Julian Race,. 

I cannot leave this Parallel, without ta- 
lcing Notice, to what a height of Power 
the Rornan Empire was then arrived, in an 
Inftance of Gajar himfclf, when but Pro- 
Conful of Gaul^ and before it*s thought 
he ever drcam'd of being what he after- 
ward3 attained to : It^s in one o( Ciceroh 
Letters to him, wherein he repeats the 
Words of Cjf/ir*s Letters to him fome time 
before. The Words arethere> jfs Po ivbaf 
concerns Marcus Furius, whom you recommen^ 
ded tome^ Iwill^if you pJoafi^ make him 
King of Gaul J but if you would have me 
advance any other Friend of yours^ fend him 
to me. It was no new thing for Citizens 
of Romej fuph as Cafar was, to difpofe of 
Kingdoms as they pleas'^d, and C£jar h\m^ 
- ^ fclf 
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Alf btfd tftketl awtjr LhhfartfsS Kiiittdtifn 
from bim, and giveii it to a private Oen- 
tieman of P^^df^u^. But there is otib 
fcrpriltng laftatiCi^ thott, of thfe prodigl- 
oos O^tneis of the Rman Power^ in the 
Affair of Kitig Aniidchus^ and that lotig 
before thft height it anivM tb, at tlit 
breaking foith of the Civil War. That 
Prince wu JVlafter of aH E^^^ and niaf- 
ching to the Cofi<]pieft of Phtjenichj Cyprus^ 
and the other Apptn6\tt$ bf that Empire, 
PopiHus overtakes hitn in hrs full March, 
With Letters' from the Senate^ and rcfufes 
to give him his Haftd, till he hid read 
tlicm. jtntmtms^ ftartled at the Com- 
mand that was contained ift them, to ftbp 
the Progfbfs of his Victories, aslc*d a 
ihort time to confider of it. Popilitts makes 
a Circle about him with a Stick he had 
m his Hand^ Return me an Anpmr^ faid 
he^ htfon ihou ftitr^ft out of this Cittpy 
wf the Roman jPed//p are no mote thy Ttiend^. 
Antiotkns^ aflet- a fbort Paufe, told hihi 
wkh the loweft Submiffion, he would o- 
bcy the Senate's Commands. Upon which 
PopiHus gives him bis Hand and faluces 
him a Friend of Ronte. After Jntmbus 
liad given up fo great a Monarchy, and 
fich a Torlrcnt of Succefe, upon receiving 
«i\y a few Words in Writing, he had in- 
dtee4 RedK)!! to fend Word to the Senate^ 

as 
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» be did by his*AmbftflkdorS) that he hid 
obcy'd their Commands, with the fetxre 
SubmifSon, as if they had been font him 
from the Immortal Gods. 

To leave this Digreflion. It were the 
height of Arrogance to detra6fc ever (b lit- 
tle From Homer or Firgily who have kept 
Pofleffion of the firft Places, among the 
Poets of Gretc€ and Rome^ for lb many 
Ages ; Yet I hope I may be forgiven, if 
I lay there are feveral Palwges in both, that 
appear to me trivial, and below the Dig- 
nity, that {hines almoft in every Page of 
Lucan. It were to ta^ke both the Iliad 
and JElneid in pieces, to prove thi$: But 
I ihall onljr take Notice oF one Inftanc*, 
;ind that is, the different Colouring of 
Firgirs Hero, and Lucan^s Cafar^ m a 
Storm, JEneas is drawn weeping, and in 
the gfcatcft Confufion and Deipaif, tho* he 
had Aflurance from the Gods that hefhould 
one Day fettle and raife a New 'Empire in 
Italy. Cafar^ on the contrary, is rcpre- 
fentednerfeftly Sedate, and free from Pear. 
His Courage and Magnanimity brighten 
up as much upon this Occafion, as after- 
wards they did at the Battels of Pbarfalia 
and Munaa. Courage would have coft 
V^irgil nothing, to have beftow'd it on his 
Hero, and he might as cafily have thrown 
bim upon the Coaft of Carthage in a calm 

Temper 
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Temper of Mind, as* in a Panidk 
Fear. 

Sc Evremont is very fcrcrc' upon Firgil on 
this Account, and has criticized upon his 
Charader of jEfuas in this manner. When 
Firgil tells us,

Seized as be is^ fays St. Evremont^ with this 
Chillnefs through alibis Limbs^ the fir fi Sign 
0f Ufi we find in bim^ is bis Groaning 5 then 
be lifts up his Hands to Heaven^ and in all 
jfppearance^ would implore its Succour^ if 
the Condition wherein the Good Hero finds 
bim/elfy would afford him Strength enough 
to rai/e his Mind to the Gods^ and pray with 
jittention. His Soul^ which could not ap* 
ply it felf to any thing elfe^ abandons it felf 
to Lamentations *j and like thofe defolate fFi^ 
dows^ who upon the firfi Trouble they meet 
witb^ wifh they were in the Grave with their 
dear Husbands^ the poor >£neas bewails bis 
not having perifti*d before Troy with Hedor, 
and efieems them very happy who left their 
Bones in the Bofom of fo Sweet and Dear a 
Country. Some People^ adds he, may per^ 
haps believe he fays fo^ becaufe he envies 
their Happinefs% hut I am perfwaded^ fays 
St. Evremont^ it's for Fear of the Danget^ 

thstt 
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that tbre^ens bim. The fame Author, af* 
tcr he has expos'd his want of Courage, 
adds, 72rr good iE^ieas hardly ever concerns 
himfelf in any Important er Glorious J^efiffi : 
It's enough for bim that he difcbarges bis 
Confcience in the Office of a Pious^ Tender^ 
and Compajionate Man. He carries bis Fa^ 
tber on bis Shoulders^ be conjugally Laments 
bis Dear Crciifa, he taufes bis Nurfe to he 
interr% and. makes a Funeral Pile for his 
Srufiy Pilot Paliauras, /W- whom he fheds 
a iheiufand Tears. Here is (fays he) a/or» 
ry Hero inPaganifm^ :wbo would banie made 
an admirable Saint amof^ fome Cbriftians. 
In fliort, it*s St. Evremout^s Opioton, be 
was fitter to mah a Founder af an Order 
than a State. 

Thus farii and perhaps too faf, St. Ev^ 
remaut: I beg ka^ve to take Notice,' that 
the Storm in Lucam is drawn in ftronger 
Coloun, and -ftrikes the Mind with greater 
Horror, than that in Firgil^ notwithftan- 
ding the firft has no Supernatural Cade 
aflign'd for it, and the latter is rais'd by 
a Godf at the Inftigation of a Goddeis, 
that was both Wife and Sifter of Jupiter. 

In the Pkarfalia^ mod of the Traniafti- 
ons and Events, thatcompofe the Relation, 
arc Wonderful and Surprifin^ tho* True, 
as well as Indru&ive^ and £ntertaining.

There is^ towadls 
the End of this Book, i Noble Majeftick 
Btfcriptioh of the Gooernl CoM^mUn^ 
and or that kft Cataftroph^^ waich muft 
vctt an end to this Frame of Heaven aad 
Earth. To this is added, in the moft Ele- 
vated Stile, his Sentiments of the /«raMr- 
*^Uty 9f tbiS^lj tiyi ^f Rewards and Pa- 

nifliments 
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niflimcnts after this Life. All thefc arc 
touch'd with the niceft Delicacy of Ex- 
prcffion and Thought, efpccially that about 
the Udiverfal Conflagration^ and agrees^ 
with what we find of it in Holy Writ. 
In fo much that I atxi willing to believe 
Lucan might have conversed with St. Pe^ 
ter at Rome^ if it be true he was ever thercj 
or he might have (een that Epiftle of his, 
wherein he gives us the very fame Idea* of 
it. 

In the Eighth Book our Paffions are a^ 
gain touch'd with the Misfortunes of Gor^- 
wlia and Pontpey, but efpccially with the 
Death, and unworthy Funeral^ of the lat- 
ter. In this Book is Ifkewife drawn, with 
-the giiea;ceft Art^ the Chara&er of young 
Pr^Zpjnrf ami iiisMinifters i' particularly that 
• of the Villain Photinus b exquifitely ex- 
posed in his own Speech in CounciL 

In the Ninth Book, after the Apotheo- 
fis of Pompeyy Cat0 is introduc*d as the 
fitteft Man after him to head the Caufe of 
Liberty and Rome, This Book is the long- 
eft, and, in my Opinion, the moft Enter- 
taining in the whole Poem. The March 
of Cat9 through the Defarts of Libya^ af- 
fords a noble and agreeable Variety of 
Matters and the Virtue of his Hero, a- 
midft thefe Diftrefles through which he 
kadi him, fcems every where to deferve 

thofc 
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tbofe Raptures of Praife he bellows upon 
him. Add to this, the artful Defcriptions 
of the various Poifons with which thefc 
Defarts abounded, and their different £f- 
fe&s upon Human Bodies, than which 
nothing can be more Moving or PoeticaL 
But Cato*% Anfwer to Labienus in this 
Book, upon his defiring him to confulc 
the Oracle of Jupiter Hammon about the 
Event of the Civil War, and the Fortime 
of Rome^ is a Mafter-Piece not to be e- 
quaird. All the Attributes of God, fuch 
as bis Omnipotence, his Prefcience, his 
Juftice, his Goodnefs, and his unfearcba- 
ble Decrees, are Painted in the molt aw- 
ful, and the ftrongell Colours, and foch as 
may make ChrilHans themfelves bluih,for 
not coming up to them in moft of thekr 
Writings upon that Subje£b. I know not 
but St. Evremont has carry'd the Matter 
too far, when in mentrioning this Pailage, 
he concludes. If all the Ancient Poets haA 
Jpoke as worthily of the Oracles of their Gods^ 
be Jbould make no fcruple to prefer them to 
the Divines and Philofophers of our time. 
JVe may fee^ fays he, in the Concourfeqffo 
tnany People^ that came to confult the Ora'- 
cle of Hammon, what effeSl a Publick Opi" 
nion san produce y where Zeal and Supsrjtiti'- 
on mingle together. W^e may fee in Labienus, 
4 Piom fenfible Mun^ who to bis RefpeS 
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f9f the Gois^ joy^s that Gi>nfiddration and 
MJhim^ we pugbt to prefervs foV Virtue in 
Good Men. Ca«o k a Religious fevete Phh- 
loffefhef^ 'marid from all Vulgar Opinions^ 
^mbo entertains Pboje lofty fbougbts of the 
Godsy Tiebicb pre undekaucb'd Mea/dn, and 
^ tme^ elevated Kncnvtedge cart give us of 
tk&m-, E'oety thing bere^ fefs St. K'&retmnt^ 
is-Poefkal^ every thing is Cmfenant to ¥rutb 
amd Reajin. It is not Poetieal upon the /cere- 
of aieyridicuhus FiRim^ or for fomeextra^a^ 
gmt HyperMe^ but f of the iarm^ Great nefs and 
JUajefiy of the Language^ and for the nobh 
Et^Mtiom of the D^ourfi.

hcA^ng the Fauks that have been laid 
to hucaift Charge, the moft juftly impu- 
ted are thdfe <rfhis iJ/zY^^ and indeed' how 
coild it be ocherwife? Let us but remem^ 
ber the imperfeft State, in' which his futf- 
dcB ^fcd Imrnaturo 0ieath' Ifeft the Pharfa* 
liaj the Defign it IMf being probably bur 
half £pRiUh€fd) imd what was writ of it, but 
ffighcly?, if at afl, revised. We are told^ 
ifrS trutty he- dther C<>rfe£ted the Three 
Firf:' Boak« himfelf, or hi^ Wife did it 
ferfaMb^ in his own^ LifiS time. Be it foj 
bee what are the Con^fiHonjr of a Lady, 
or a yo«ng Nfen of Six and Twenty, to 
thoTc ho mighrt have m^ at Forty, or a 
more advanced Age? Firgil^ thembftO^r- 
roft aAd JudScious Poet that ever waj?, 
oontiaued Corre&irtg his jBneid for neir 
as tong a- Scries of Years- together, as Lu- 
ctm liv'd', aftd yet dy'd With a ftrong O- 
pi«io«S that itf w*^ Imp<frft?a ftilh nLu- 
CM had Uv'* to hiiy Age, the Pharfsflia^ 
WK^iottO ddube would- fa«vc made anoilier 

kind 
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kind of Figure, than it now does, not with- 
ftanding the difference to be found in the 
Roman Language, between the Times of 
Nero and Augupus. 

It mud be own*d he is in many Places 
obfcure, and hard, and therefore not to agree- 
able,and comes (hort of the Purity,S weetnels 
and delicate Propriety of /^/r^/7. Yet it's ftill 
univerfally agreed amon^ both Ancients and 
Modems, that his Genius was wonderfully 
Great, but at the fame time too haughty 
and Headftrong to be govern*d by Art \ 
and that his Stile was like his Genios, 
learned, bold, and lively, but withal too 
Tragical and Bluftering. 

I am by no means willing to compare 
the PharfaliA to the jEneid^ but 1 muft 
fay with St. Evremont^ that for what pure- 
ly regards the Elevation of Thought, Ponn 
pey^ Cafar^ Cafo^ and Labienus ihine much 
more in Luca», than Jupiter^ Mercury^ Ju* 
noy or F'enus do in Firgil. The Idea's which 
Lucan has given us of thefe Great Men are 
truly Greater, and afFe£t us more fenfibly, 
than thofe which rirgil has given us of his 
Deities: The latter has cloath'd his Gods 
with Human Infirmities, to adapt them 
to the Capacity of Men: The other has, 
raisM his Heroes fo, as to bring them in- 
to Competition with the Gods themfelves. 
In a Word, the Gods are not fo vsduable 

in 
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Virgil^ as the Hero's: In Lucan^ the He- 
ro'^ equal the Gods. After all, it muft 
be allowed, that moft things throughout* 
the vtYioiti^k^ffaUa are gresetly ^andjuCb- 
iyfaid, with regard even to the Language 
and Expreffion: But the Sentiments arc 
every where fp Beautiful and Elevated, that 
they appear, as he defcrib^ Cafar in Amy^* 
clus*s Cottage in the Fifth Book) Noble 
and Magnificent in any Drcfs. It*sinthis 
Elevation of Thought that Lucan juftly ex^ 
eels : This ishis/ir/,and what railes him up 
to, an Equality with the greateft of the 
Ancient PeeU. 

. I cannot omit here the delicate Cha«* 
rafter ^f Lucan^s Genius, as mentioned by 
Strada in the Emblematick Way. It's 
commonly known that Pope Leo the Tenth 
was not anly Learned hitnfelf, but a great 
Patron of Learning, and us'd to be prefent 
at the Converfations and Performances o€ 
all the Polite Writers of his time. The 
Wits of Rome entertained him one Day at 
his FiUa on the Banks of the Tyber^^ with 
an Interlude in the Nature of a Poetical 
Mafqueradex They bad their ParnaJJus^ 
their Pegafus^ their Helicon^ and every one 
of the Ancient^ Poets in their feveral Cha- 
rafters, where^ ea(!rh Afted the Part that 
was fintable tb his Manner of Writing, 
and among the reft one that Afted Lucan. 
V o JL L b There

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Motlirer's jFather, in the Ycaritf7j^ of aii 
Ancient Family in Devo^Jbire^^i formanjr 
Ages had mad^ ahaodfome Figure in their 
Country, and was known by tne Name oi 
Howes of Lamherfdun. He could trace his- 
Anceftorsyin a direftLine, up to the Times 
of the Holy iVar^ where one of them fa 
diftingui?h*^ himfelf in the Holy Land^ 
that at his return, he had the Coat ot 
Arms given him, which they hore ^vcr 
fince, that being inthofc Days all theRcr 
ward of Military Virtue, or of Blood fpilt 
in thofe Ej^p^^diiion^. From that time 
downward ■ ta' Mr. Rowers Patbci*, Th<r 
Family kept thcftifejves to the ^ugal Ma- 
nagement of a Private FprtunC| and the 
Innocent We^ufcs of ^Country Life. Ha- 
ving aHandfpme Seat., fhd a Comoctent 
Eftare, theytivni-^ejofia tT>e iFear of Want„ 
or Reach of £nvy. In all the Changes of 
Governments, tljicy. arc faid ,to have ever 
fcan*d towards dbe jSde of Publick Liberty,^ 
and in that retired Situation of Life to have 
beheld with (Grief and Concern the many 
Incroachments fhat have been made upon 
it from time to tirne^ 

His Father was Jokfi Rowi^ and the 6rft. 
of the Family, as his, Son ^as told me, that 
changed a Country Life for a Liberal Pro- 
feffion. After he had paft the Schools at 
borne, he was brought up to London^ and 
entered a Student of the Law in the Mid- 
b 4 ^^ 
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die TempUy where foipe time» after hct was 
caird to the Bar, and at lengtl^ made a» 
Serjeant at Law. Ffc was a Gentleman in 
great Efteem for many engaging Qualities, 
of very confideraWe Prarace at the Rar, 
and ftood fair for the firft Vacancy on the 
3enc6, when he died the 50th of ^j^iV^ 
xtfpi, and was buried in the 7'empk Church 
the 7th oiMay following. Let it bemenr- 
tionM to the Honour of this Gentleman, 
that when he publifb'd Sierjeant Benloe and 
Judge DaUfon"% Reports^ he bad the' Ho- 
nefty and Boldnefs to obferve in jh^ Pre- 
face, how moderate thefc two great Law- 
yers had been in their Opinion^ concern-^ 
ing the Extent of the Ray^l Prerogative^ 
and that he durfk do this m't^e late King 
yame5*% I^cign^ at a time when 'a Dijpen-'- 
(ing Power was fet up, as inhl:reht in tbp 
Crown. From fuch worthy Afnceftors iW- 
cjjolas Rpwe: was. P,efcclided,'. .Who, toge- 
ther with the Ancient Paternal Scat of 
the Family,^^lnherited their Probity and good 
Nature, Contentment of Mind, and an un- 
byafs'd Love to their Cpujntry. 

His Father took all the Care poffible of 
Ijis Education,, and when he was fit for it, 
ffent him to Jp'efiminfter School, under the. 
f^ampus Dr. Bushy, He made an ecfctraor- 
dinary Progrefe in all the Parts of I^earn- 
ipg taught in that School, and ^iir the 
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Age of Twelve Years was cliofcn one of 
the King's Scholars. He became in » 
little time Matter to a great Perfe£bion of 
all the Clfti&cal Authors, both Greek and 
Latin^ ah4. made a tolerable Proficienc;^ 
in the. Hebrew ^ but Poetry was his early 
Bent, and his darling Study. He composed 
at that time fevcral Copies of Verfes tipon* 
different Subjc£ts both in Greek znd Latw^^ 
and fome in knglifh^ which. were much act- 
mir*d, and the more that they coft him 
very little Pains, and feem*d to flow from 
his Imagination, almoft as fait as* his Pen^ 
His Father dcfigning him for hb own 
Profeflion, ,took him from that School 
when he was about Sixteen Yeai*s of Age^ 
and enter'd him a Student in the Miadh 
Temple^ whereof be himfclf was a Mem- 
ber, that he might have bim under his 
immediate Care and Inttru£tion; Being 
eapable of any part of Knowledge he ap- 
ply 'd his Mind to, he made very, remarkable 
Advances in the Study of the Law> and 
was not content,, as he told me, to know 
it as a CoUciSion^ of Statutes or Cuftoms 
only, buc as a Syfiem founded upon right 
Reafon^. and calculated ibr the Good o£ 
Mankind. Being afterwards call'd to the 
Ear, he' appeared, in as promifihg ai way. to 
make a Figure in that* Pfofeflion$,as-anyv 
6f his Contcmpoilirics, if the Love of thd

The ruriw of the EngJifi 
Language, the J^jftqefs of his Charaacrs, 
the N^Ie Elevation of the Sentimental 
were all of them admirably adapted to the 
Plan of the Play. His Talent lay in /&♦ 
roick Poetry^ ana confequently in Tragedy: 
For Comedy, he once tryM it^ butfcmnd < 
his Genius did not lean that way/ He 
writ feveral Tragedies afterwards, which' 
are in every Body's Hands,, and ail of them^ 
highly approvM of by Men of Tafte,upoii 
the Account of the Loftineis of Thoughti^. 
and the delicate Propriety of the Language % ^ 
in which laft I may venture to uy, nd 
one has ever out-done him, few equally 
him. 

The Tr^cdy he valued himfelf moft up-^ 
on, and which was mod valu'd^ was his 
Tamerlane^, and never Author, in my Opi*- 
nion, did more Jufticc to his, Hero^ than 
he to that excellent Prinee: For T^merlaw, 
was the very Man that Mr. iZwev has Pains- 
cd him. In that Play he aim*d at a Paral- 
lel between the late Kxx%fFill$am of im- 
mortal Memiory and Tamerlane -^ as aMbbc-^ 
tween Bajazet^ and a Monarch who is^ 

iince 
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iince Dead. That Glorious Ambition and^ 
Noble ArdouF \n Tamerlane^ to break the 
Chains of enflavM Nations,, and fet Man-- 
kind free, from the Jj^tcfeachmcnts of taw* 
lefs Power, are Pointed in the moft live- 
Ivj a$,well as the moft amiable Colours : 
On the other fide, his. manner of Intro«^ 
ducin^on the. Stage a.Pi'incp that thinks 
Mankind is made but for him, and whofe 
chief Aim is to perpetuate his Name, to 
Pofterity,by that Havbck and "Ruin be fcat- 
ters through the Woridj^.arc. all drawn 
with that Pomp of Horror and IJetcfta- 
tion which fuch monftrous, Aftjons do 
dcferve. And fince nothing could be more 
Calculated: for raifipg in tne Minds of the 
Audience,, a^ true Paflion for Liberty, anc( 
a jurft Abhorrence for Slavery 5 how this. 
Play came to be difcouraged,. next : to i. 
Prohibition,, in the latter End of a. lafe 
Reign, I leave it to others to give aReafpn, 
I {hall fay nothipg of any of the reft of 
Mr. Rowe^ Plays jn particumr^ but it may- 
be juftly faid of them allv that' never Poet! 
painted Firtut or /?^%/V» in a more char- 
ming Drefs on the Stage, nor were eycr^ 
JFice and Impiety better exposed to Con- 
tempt and Hatred. There runs through, 
everyone of theni an Air of Religibn and 
Virtue, attended' with all the Social Du- 
ties of Life, and a conftant untainted Ljovc;

The- fufne* Principles of 
Mberty he had early imbibed h]m&lf,and 
Cb€in*d«ft Bart of hbConftitution,. appeared 
in every thing he wroteii and he took all 
Oecaiions that fell IvL bis Way,, to* make 
the Stage fubfervient- to them. His Mufe 
was fo religiouily, Chad, that I do not? 
remember one Word in any of his Plays 
or Writings that might admit but oizdou^ 
Ue Entendre in^point of Decency or Morals. 
There is nothings to he fbund ia them^to*' 
bnmom^The dcpray*d Tafte: of uhe Age^ 
by nibbling at Scripture^ or depreciating^ 
Things \n themfelves iS^cr^ii and' it wa^ 
the lete wonder,, that, be obfervM this Rulo 
in his Dramatick Performance^^ iince inr 
his ordinary CpuYerfatio% and whea his 
Mirth and Humour ediivctfd the whole 
Company^ he us*d to expreis his Di(Iatis<< 
fadion, in the fevered Manner, with anyi 
thiflg, that. look'd that. way. Being much- 
Converfant in \\it fjaly Scriptures^ it's.ob-j 
fervable that to raifei the highcft Ideas of 
Virtue, he has with great Art in fcveral of 
his Tragedies made uie of thofeExprcflicwis 
and Metaphors in them, that i tafte mod of 
the Sublime, 

Befidcs his Pl^, , Mf. Rnoe wrote^ a 

frcat many Copies of Vcrfes on' different 
ubje&s, which it-s hop'^d his Friends may 
fome time ot. other. pubUniitogether, and 

wliereof 
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whereof many hftre been alreftdf Mdted 
tparc. Being t great Admirer m S&akel 
/pesfj he oblig*d the Puhlick witlTa neit^ 
Edition of his Works, and prefixed to it 
a ihort Account of his Life. In that Ac* 
coont he lay under the fame Misfbitune 
that I have done in this Account of Mr. 
MfiWi} He wanted Information, to do Ju- 
ftice to Sbaie/pesr. He took all Occafi* 
ons to exprefs the vaft Eftetoi he had for 
that Wonderful Man, and endcavourM in 
fome of his Pieces to imitate his manner 
of Writing, particularly in the Tragedy ot 
Jam Sb^i. 'He has given him the Cha- 
zafter he well dderv'd in the Prologue to 
that Play in the following VeHes, which 
I am the more willing to infert here, be* 
caufe I believe there is no Man of Tafte 
but pays to Sbakiffior^t Mcrafory the Ho- 
mage that's doe to one of the greateft Ge- 
nius's that ever appear'd in Dramatick'Po* 
eery.

Written } and therefore thought it well 
worth his Pains to put it in an EngUfi 
Drefi, for the Benefit of hii Countmnerr: 
As this is thehappieftNationof the World 
in Its Conftitution^ and happy even inipite 
(t)f eur felves, he judg*d tnarkll who are 
kiLove with it, tnuft needs be fond of aA 
Author, wKd not only wrote for the An^ 
dent Cohftitution of his oWn Country', but 
fell a Siatiriflce for ebdeavouring to fuppoit

I am afraid I have gone out of n)y Depths 
in giving my Opinion of a Piece of this 
kind, being no Poet my felf ; fo I leave 
diis Tranflation of Lucam to make its way 
by its own Merit. I know Mayh^ Tran- 
ilated it near an Age ago, . and I confefi it 
is many Years ilnce I read it. But it mu(^ 
be o wn'd, that it's but a lame Performance, 
and does not reach the Spirit or Senfe of 
Lucan. The Language and VerfifiGation 
are yet worfe^t^nd fall infinitely ihort of the 
lofty Numbers and Propriety of Exprcflipn 
in which Mr. Rowe excels. I know of 
no other Tranflation. of Z<^r^^ in any of 
the living Lianguages,. in Verfe, except 
that of -Bff ^^*^ in French. •Lbave a very 
great Value for it, and the Author, if it 
were fcnr no oiher It^aibn,, but that he 
had the honeft Boldncfe to publifli fuch 4 
Work in his Native LanguagCv that was 
Diametrically oppofite to the Maxims ok 
Government purfiied by the Prince- then 
Reigning. His Courage in this maiterde- 
, Cerves yet the more to be applauded, that 
when all the other ClaJJicks were publifK'd 
for the U^coithc Dauphin^, Luoan^^\ont 
was^ Prohibited* It^s obferyaWe, ..ho ha^ 
carry 'd in fome PJaces in the French Lan- '

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€sn hitnfelf in the Latin^ and that by at" 
tempting^ the Fire of his Author, he has?

To- return to Mr. Rowe : He juft liv'd' 
to put an end tothisTranflation of Lucan's 
Pbarfalia, and if he had but livM a little 
longer, it's probable he had prefixed to it 
another kind of Preface than this, with a 
thorough Criticifm on the whole Work. 
I ihall fay nothing further of him . in the 
Quality of a Poet, dnce this Trandation, 
and his other Works,., will fufficicntlya ju- 
ftifie his Title to it. As to his Perfon, it 
"was Graceful and well made, his Face re- 
gular and of a Manly Beauty. As his Soul 
was welllodg'd, foits Rational and Animal 
Faculties excell'd in a high Degree. 
He had a quick and fruitful Invention^, a 
deep Penetration, and a large Compafs of 
Thought, with a Angular Dexterity, and 
£a(inefs in making his Thoughts to beun- 
derilood. He was Matter of moft Parts of 
^Polite Learning, efpecially theClaffical Au- 
thofsiioth Grejsk.zn&LMiny underftood tl^v 

French i 
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Fre^cb^ Ituiian and Spanijb Latiguifi;es,afid 
fpofcc the firft fluently, and the ptmertwd 
tolerably ' well. 

• He had likewife read moft of tfhe Gre^ 
acnd Romdn Hiftories in their OriginarLan- 
guages, and moft that are writ m EngHfi^ 
French^ Italian^ and Spanijb. He had a 
good Taftc in Philofophy, and having a 
firm impreffion of Religion upon his Mindj 
he took great delight in Divinity and Ec- 
clefiaftical Hiftory,in both whtdh he made 

Seat Advances in the times he retir'd into 
c Country, which were frequent. He ex*- 
preft on all Occafions his full Perfuafion of 
the Truth of Reveal'd Religion, and being 
a fincere Member of the Eftablifh'd Church 
himfeif. Tic pitied, but Condemned not, 
thofe t^at diflented from it. He abhor*d 
the Principle of Perfecuting Mea upon the 
Account of their Opinions in Religion^ 
and being drift in his own, he took it not 
upon him to Cenfurc rhofe of another Per- 
fwafion.
